or presses, as the owner or owners thereof shall deter-
mine, to an amount not exceeding fifteen hundred dol-
lars. 

This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

judgment may be necessary to protect the city of 
Portage and adjacent territory from further encroach-
ments by said river.
